nedia has been previously fused, contains output data, was bent/wrinkled, or otherwise unfit for use m a 
particular model of LaserJet printer. This device would consist of large-capacity input and output trays. Once 
i iputted, media would pass over sensors. If data from the sensors indicated that media was acceptable, it would 
te outputted into the Usable Media output tray. Unacceptable media would be outputted into a tray for 
Unusable Media. This could exist as an independent device or as an accessory for specific printer models.
